The Secretaries of the different depart- 
ments were summoned at the Executive 
mansion at nooo to-day, the object being 
to ascertain the condition of public mat- 
ters here and instruct them not to trans- 
act anything beyond the routine busi- 
nees until the Socretaries take charge of 
their posts. Mr. Cresswell intends enter- 
ing upon his duties this afternoon. 

Secretary Schofield was at the Execu- 
tive Mansion to-dey for several hours. 
Ex-Attorney-General Evarts was aiszo 
there for some time. Gen. Sherman is 
still unwell and was not at Army head- 
quarters this morning.

THE ELECTION ON SATURDAY. 
‘We make place for the following let- 
ter from a leading Democrat with pleas- 
ure, as well for its merits as the op- 
portunity it affords us of saying some- 
thing touching the causes that lie at the 
bottem of our defeat.

ALEXANDER T. STEWART, SECRETARY

More than any one else in America, 
probably, Alexander T. Stewart is the 
embodiment of business. He is emphat- 
ically a man of money—thinks money, 
makes money, lives ‘money. Stewart 
has never been communicative about his 
early life, and these curicus in respect 
to it are generally reboffed in their in- 
quiries. It is kuown that he is a native 
of Ireland, having been born near Bel- 
fast, though he claims to be descended 
from a Scotch family. He is of the 
Scotch-Irish extraciion, with thie deter- 
mination, perseverance, and energy that 
marks such stock, and must of necessity 
have sprung from the heroic defenders 
of Londonderry, a8 all the Scotch-Irish, 
risen to any ewinence, have dune before 
and since histime. in his eighth year 
Stewa@t lost his parents, and was reared 
by his maternal grandfather, who 1n- 
tended to educate him for the Methodist 
Church, of which he himself was a de- 
vout member. The boy is reported to 
have shown ver, early a resolution to 
be first in whatever he undertouk, and 
to have beeu foremost in his class at 


Trinity College, Dubtiv, where, like 
every true son of Erin, he grad- 
vated with honor, He was then 


in his eighteenth year, and, his grand- 
father being dead, he was placed 
under the guardianship of a Quaker. 
Not liking Ireland, he concluded to seek 
bis forsune in the New World, and came 
here in 1823 with letters of recommenda- 
tion to some of the best families of 
Friends in New York. Hoawas a teach- 
er at first, aud persons now livipg re- 
member when they sat under his instruc- 
tions. He either did not execeed in his 
calling or did not reiish it, for after ten 
or tweive months of teaching he entered 
mercantile establishment, though 
without any patural bias for trade, his 
friends say—a statement to be received 
with liberal allowance. He had az in- 
terest of some kind in the house, and ac- 
cident, 1t is said, made him 4 merchant; 
for his partner died suiden'y and lef: 
the entire responsibility of the business 
nson the young man of two-and-twenty. 
He then determined to devote himaelf 
to trade, and, returning to Ireiand, solid 
the little property he had there, b« ught 
& lot of laces with the money, and came 
to New York.

tered Oberlin College wben a jad of six-. 


teen, was distinguished there as a good 
scholar, and graduated with the highest 
honors in his class. Thereafter he 
studied law, and at the outbreak of the 
civil war was engaged in the successful 
practice of that profession. In politics 
be was known as an original old-jine 
Abolitionist. He arrayed himself ac- 
tively with the State government in sup- 
port of the Union cause; was Adjutant 
General under Gov. Dennison ; was suc- 
ceesively a Colonel, a.B-igadier General, 
and a Major General in the Union army, 
serving through most of the greater cam- 
paigne. When the war was over he was 
nominated by the Republicans as their 
candidate for Governor of Ohio. In this 
capacity he wrote a letter, which was 
published, giving it as the result of his 
experience that the whites and the blacks 
of the South could not live harmonious- 
ly together, and advocating an apportion- 
ment of the public domain as a colony 
for them. In apite of this heterodox 
opinion, be was elected Governor of Obio 
and served two years, making an effi- 
cient and acceptable Executive to ail 
parties. Heis a man of ability, of in- 
tegrity, of moderation, and his appoint- 
ment as Secretary of the Iaterior may 
be regarded as in every way auspicious, 


JOHN A. J. CRESWELL, POSTMASTER 
vunhNERAL. 


This gentleman was born in Port De- 
posit, Cecil county, Maryland, Novem- 
ber 18, 1828; graduated at Dickinson 
College, Pennsylvania, in 1848; studied 
law and came to the bar of Maryland in 
1859. Hewasa member of the Mary- 


‘jaod House of Delegates in 1561 and 


1862. From 1862 to April 1863, he was 
an Assistant Adjutant General for Mary- 
land, and waselected a Representative 
from Maryland to the Thirty-eighth 
Congress, serviog on the Committees on 
Commerce and Invalid Pensions. He 
was also a delegate to the Baltimore Con- 
vention in 1864. Mr. Creawell is justly 
regarded as a man.of signal ability, ad- 
ministrative talent, and great personal 
integrity of character.

He 
was re-elected to the Thirlty-ninth Con- 
gress, serving as Chairman op the Com- 
mittee on Claims, Having relinquished 
the practice of his profession, he became 
extensively engaged in sgricuiturai pur- 
suits and the business of banking.

GARVIN’S BOND. 


An Explanation from Commis- 
sioner Barbour Lewis. 


—— 


A Slap at Kutter. 


By sp@ajail request we copy the foilow- 
ing card from Judge Lewis4, which ap- 
pears in the Nashville Banner of Satur- 
day: 
7 MEMPSIS, March 4, 1809. 
To the Editor of the Republican Banner: 

A friend has kindly sent me the fol- 
— slip from your paper of a recent 

ate: . 
‘*IcisGntimated that Garvin, who was 
elected Revenue Collector in Shelby 
eounty for 1866-7, gaveno bond whatever 
for the latter year, Barbour Lewis, Presi- 
dent of the Board cf County Commis- 
sioners, having dispensed with that littie 
formality in consideration of the sum of 
$2000. Th:t isthe way the State lost 
one hundred thousand dollars. Nothing 
can be made outof Garvin.”’ 

Allow me to inform you that the above 
gentle and delicate ‘‘ intimation ’’ is en- 
tirely untrue. Mr. Garvin has never 
given, or even ** intimated,’’ any wish to 
offer me any pecuniary consideration for 
my action on any subject whatsoever. 
The Board of County Commissioneys of 
Shelby county came into office in April, 
1867. Mr. Garvin had previously given 
a bond that was deemed good for his 
whole term of office. Not one county in 
twenty in the State, I am informed, bas 
ever required more than one bond from a 
Coliector for bis whole term. Upon our 
coming into office, however, we required 
an aduitional bond from Mr. Garvin, for 
greater security and caution. I urged 
that the new bond should be for $250,000 
The Board, however, finally, upon Mr. 
Garvin’s urgent representations, reduced 
the amount to $100,000. He was deait 
with more liberally because he Was a 
leadivg Democrat, and our insisting on & 
very heavy bond was deemed by his 
party friends to be a species of persecu- 
tion because be wasa Democrat.

Will you permit me, while I am writ- 
ing, to call your atiention to another 
slight injustice which your able and in- 
fiunential journal, in common with some 
of your contemporaries, has done me in 
relation tothe ‘“‘School Fund,’’ which 
was administered upon so unfortunate- 
ly by that great financier, Mr. Katter. 
I never knew anything of that gentie- 
man’s business, in any way, until the 
month of March, 1867, more than nine 
months afier he took charge of said 
funds, and some three months nearly 
after he had restored $340,000 of it. I 
was then, in March, 1867, employed by 
him as his attorney, to endeavor to ob- 
tain a fair settlement with the Govern- 
ment and the other Commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Legislature to settle with 
ihe bank. As his avowed attorney, I 
bad many interviews with the Comwmis- 
sioners, and made vérious proposiiions 
for settlement, which I deemed fair ard 
just, aud the best attainabie ‘or the inter- 
ests of the State. One or two such ar- 
rangements were drawn up in writing 
and signed, as I telegraphed to Mr. Rut- 
ter, apd one is new in my possession. 
Certainly no intelligent or reasonabie 
man will think, for a moment, of cen- 
suring me because I became counsel or 
lawyer fora man nine months afier he 


he is charged.

Leiter from the Hon, T. J. Cy- 
pert, about Rutter’s Bank, 


The Hon. Thos. J. Cypert has written 
a letter to the Press and Times, from bis 
home at Waynesboro, from which we 
make the following extracts: 

Onor about the 19th of December, 
1866, T made a uote and sent it to Mr.

When the end of the rcute 
ie reeched, the maiis are all bagged and 
lateled ready to be puton the cutgoing 
train, giving the postoffice the go-by en- 
tirely. It will readily be seen that the 
time required for the transmission of 
mails between distant points will bs ma- 
teria'ly shortened. 

—A Boston inventor claims to have 
made &® locomotive engine, now in prac- 
tical operation, that will perform all the 
hard work of an ordinary locomotive at 
one-third the Cost price and one-half the 
ruuning expense. It will travel on the 
ehertest curves with ease; it can be built 
from 50 to 200 horse power, demonstrated 
on the axie with a traction of eight to 
eighteen tons, which weight, by the dis- 
pensation of tender and forward car 
trucks, rests whoily on the driving 
wheels, aud this traction is also increased 
by the traction upon these wheels of the 
fuel and water weight.* This engine is 
not compelled to drag along the weight 
of the above pamed appendage asin an 
ordinery locomotive, which reduces the 
traction of a 283 ton locomotive to about 
15 or 16 tons, and their cost will only be 
from $4000 to $8000, according to sizs and 
power.

ATROCIOUS MURDER. 


One Man Killed ana Ancther 
Wounded—A Family Feud. 


We extract the following account of 
an atrocious affair which happened re- 
cently in Henderson county, from the 
Jackeon 7ritiune of Saturday: 

We learn froma reliable suurce that 
on Saturday last, the 27th ult., a serious 
killing affair oecurred ian Henderson 
county, in which Alf Bradford was 
killed, and his brother, Jsck Bradford 
badly wounded. Two men, evidently 
disguised, (whether after the order of 
Ku-Kiux our informant could not Bay) 
rode up te the house of Alfred Brad- 
ford, avd, without much ade, com- 
meuced shooting at him. He fell, as the 
murderers supposed mortaliy wounded. 
His brother, Jack Bradford, attempt- 
ed to escape, in which he was success- 
ful, not, however, until he was wouud- 
edinthethigh. Foiledin their efforts 
to siay Jack Bradford, the murderers 
returned to the scene where the work of 
death was begun, and there comp!eted 
their tragical onsiasught io the heil- 
ish manner. Alfred Bradford's wite, 
with true womasly devotion, was 
carrying bis almost lifeless form into his 
residence, when these fladivg bis 
life not extine}, shot him again in the 
arms of his wife, swearing that he must 
die. The unnatural pari of this trans- 
action is, that circumstances point to 
John and Jim Bradford, nephaws of 
the elder BRADFORDS aforesaid, as the 
— of this dark and damning 
ead. 

John and Jim Bradford haveaname 
not in good oder among the honest men 
of Henderson county. They are believ- 
ed to be horse thieves and counterfeiters, 
and @re quite a terrorto that portion of 
Hendersua county where they live. 
Their uncles were opposed to their law- 
less coures, and had ones labored to have 
them arrested and brouguat to justice, 
and it seems in this way a misunder- 
standing grew up that had so fatal a ter- 
mination.

FINANCE. 

Money matters were quiet to-day and 
quotations on stocks, bonds and scrip 
are entirely nominal. Exchange con 
tinues very scarce but the demand is not 
heavy, and so far our banks have been 
able to supply the wants of their custom- 
era. Ft'1s thought that Cotton will move 
more briskly next week, and that the 
Exchange market will be easier, as sev- 
eral Cotton buyers are making their ar- 
rangements to purchase; but should the 
news again become unfavorable, it is 
probable that shipments of currency 
must be resorted to in order to keep up 
balances. Rates vary as to the supply. 
Buying at par to off, and selling at } 
premium. One Norfolk bill was taken 
during the day at discount, 

City scrip is quiet with no offerings. 
Daslers buy at 75¢, and sell at 77c. 

County Warrants are weak. Dealers 
are not anxious to purchase. We quote 
nominally 78@74ic buying, selling at 76 
@78, with no counter demand. 

Police, Scrip is firm at 96c buying, sell- 


ing at 98c. 


Gold opened in New York at 130, but 
rates soon advanced owing to bears real- 
izing largely, and the market closed at 
131j. Carrying at 6 per cent. Sterling 
Exchange unsettled at 108} for 60 day 
bills. Governments opened strong 
and active but were dull, with a slight 
decline at the noon call.

The Stock market at the opening was 
dull and’ unsettled, and soon became 
heavy with a general disposition to sell, 
but closed firm and more steady. : 

Sales of old Tennessee Bonds were 
reported at 67{c, new 66c. 3 

In this market, owing to the unsettled 
state of the Gold market, dealers are dis- 
posed to keep a wide margin. Early in 
the day they bought at 130, but advanced 
their rates to 1304 buying, towards the 
close, sellimg at 132(@182}. 

At a meeting of the New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce, on Tburaday, a special 
committee reported adversely to the 
Government’s giving any subsidies to 
steamships or railroads, or for improving 
the Mississippi river, or the reclamation 


of lands adjacent thereunto until the. 


country is in a better condition to liquid- 
ate their indebtedness in coiu. The por- 
tion in relation tothe Mississippi river 
was struck out, and the report was then 
adopted. 

Commissioner Rollins decided that 
‘‘A written agreement to sell and con- 
vey real estate, upon the frifillment of 
specified conditions, such as the payment 
of acertain sum of money, should be 
stamped at the rateof five cents for 
each sheet or piece of paper upon which 
it is written ; but if the instrument con- 
tains the promise pf -one of the parties 
signing it to pay a certain amount of 
money on demand, or at atime desig- 

_mated, it shall also be stamped at the 
same rate as a promissery note.’’ 

The following decision of Deputy Com- 
missioner Harian, with regard tothe prep- 
er stamp duty on a lease of a furnished 
house, will be interesting to property- 
holders: ‘‘ The stamp duty upon a lease 
of a furnished house shouid be calculated 
upon the annual rental vaius of the 
house furnished, with an agreement 
stamp (five cents for each sheet of paper), 
in addition for the farniture.”’ 


The Liverpool cotton market at the 
opening to-day was firmer, but not quo- 
tably higher. Uplands, on spot and 
afloat, 12d; Orleans 12}d; and at the 
close the demand was active at full 
prices. Sales, 15,000 bales. Uplands, on 
spot, 12@12}d; afloat, 12}.

In New York at the opening cotton 
was dull and unchanged. Low Mid- 
diings 28@28}c ; Uplands 29@29}c ; Good 
Middlings 30@30j}c. At noon the de- 
mand was good, and prices tending up- 
wards, but not quotably higher. At 
12:45 p.m. the demand was fair and 
prices firm, but unchanged. At 1:45 the 
demand was moderate, and prices firm. 
Low Middlings, 28jc; Uplands, 29}c; 
Good Middlings, 30jc; and closed the 
same, with sales of 3000 bales, part of 
which isintransit. 

At 11:45 a. m., the New Orleans market 
was firm with fair demand. Uplands, 
28}@28}; ani at 2 p. m., was higher, with 
sales of 3000 bales; Middliag, 28}@28}. 

We have but few sales -to report, 
though there was some inquiry for good 
grades, and buyers were willing to take 
hold on a basis of 28}@28} for Middling, 
but holders were asking abcut } more, 
and really preferred to wait until next 
week before they uncovered their tables. 
So far we can learn of but light orders 
on hand, but a few of our heavy opera- 
tors were making their bank arrange- 
mer ts for next week, when it is hoped 
that more activity will characterise the 
market.
